information program. 
Seniors Ki Daniels, Alicia 
Ford, Dee Shriver, Anna 
Williams, and Caroline West, 
and Juniors Leslie 
Huddleston, Amy Knowles, 
and Julie McDonald met with 
Chief Perry and put together 
an assembly to promote this 
program. These sessions 
were held on Tuesday nights 
from 6:30 until 7:30pm at 
Belle Meade City Hall. 

The first week, a 
doctor came to talk about the 
progressions of his 
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alcoholism and how he 
fought his way back to 
sobriety. The second week, 
two teenagers talked about 
their experiences with 
alcohol and drug addictions. 
This particular session 
brought out some strong 
emotions. Freshman A. K. 
Dettwiller said, "I thought it 
was really cool to hear 
people our own age talk." 
Junior Miller Wild 
commented, "Actual stories 
are much more powerful than 
statistics." Senior Sarah 
Cate noted, "It's not a lecture. 
Hearing other teenagers 
speak really brought 
everything into focus. It 
really does happen to people 
our age." 

Next, a lawyer came 
to talk about laws concerning 
drinking and driving. We all 
had a chance to ask 
questions openly and talk 
about our views on the laws.

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Racism

In September, the 
walls of the Mamie Sheridan 
Gallery were graced with the 
works of several women of 
various races and religions. 
A special assembly was held 
for all students in order to 
educate us about these 
works of art and their 
purpose. 

Many students left 
the auditorium in either 
discomfort or disgust. They 
were bothered by the 
religious pieces displaying 
various non-western religions 
and were offended by the 
poems that referred to the 
harsh facts of black women's 
history in the United 
States. 

I heard 

complaints from the 
Fellowship of Christian 
Athletes and Young 
Life, saying that if 
Christianity can not be 
promoted at Harpeth 
Hall, then no other 


religion should be. Students 
also remarked that the 
poems made them feel as if 
Southern slavery was 
personally their fault. 

There is a large 
difference between 

promoting and informing. 
The signs that used to 
decorate our halls 
encouraged all students to 
attend Christian functions, 
and, in essence, to be a part 
of something they may or 
may not believe in. The 
exhibits dealing with religion, 
on the other hand, were not 
asking us to believe in what 
these religions taught; they 
simply asked for our 
understanding and respect. 
As one of the panelists 


noted, the only way to 
achieve true respect for one's 
neighbors is to have a 
knowledge of who they are, 
where they come from, and 
what they believe. They 
asked not for belief, but for 
understanding. 

The poems dealt 
with this same issue. 
However, many students 
could not get past the 
graphic images of the facts. 
It is true that black women 
were treated disgustingly in 
the past, and still are in the 
present, but the poet was not 
asking for an apology or 
demanding that all whites 
feel guilty. She was only 
asking us to understand 
exactly what the past is 


about, for the only way that 
we can close racial gaps is to 
know each other. The black 
women have been 
surrounded by white culture 
throughout their lives; it is the 
white woman's turn to learn 
about the things she has so 
deftly avoided for hundreds 
of years. 

I do not believe that 
this assembly was intended 
to put anyone down. 
However, we must become 
aware of the facts, the true 
facts, not the ones we'd like 
to believe. These female 
artists have discovered a 
way to build bridges : 
knowledge. This is 
something to rejoice in, 
because it brings hope for

A man and his son 
are in a car crash. The man 
is killed instantly. The son is 
taken to the hospital. When 
he gets there the doctor 
takes one look at him and 
says, "I can't operate on that 
child. He's my son!" How 


can this be? 

This common brain- 
teaser stumps many people 
because of their assumptions 
about the roles of women in 
this society. Now, I am not 
going to write a rabid 
condemnation of all men and 
propose that women stage a 
violent revolution to take over 
the world. I'm not going to 
call attention to the acts of 
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injustice that women are 
suffering today. I'm not even 
going to mention a certain 
boys' school whose initials 
are MBA. Instead, I am 
going to try to point out some 
of the more subtle ways in 
which society inadvertantly 
strengthens and perpetuates 
stereotypes about women 
and how we can correct 
these problems. 

It is clear that a 
subtle message is 
transmitted and received 
when an employer is hiring 
mailmen and firemen. On 
the other hand, occupations 
held mostly by women have 
never been known by 
feminine names, such as 
kindergarten teacher-woman 
or secretary girl. This double 
standard in occupational 
nomenclature is obviously a 
remnant of the past, when 
women didn't hold jobs 
outside the home. 

Another area where 
patriarchal attitudes prevail is 
children's movies. I recently 
watched Disney's 1959 film 
Sleeping Beauty and was 
horrified to find that the 
heroine was given as gifts 
from the good fairies, a pretty 
face and a sweet voice, not 
"masculine" qualities such as 
intelligence or ambition. In 
addition, Sleeping Beauty 
makes no decisions about 
what she wants to do with 
her life, and takes no 
memorable action. This 
example may seem trivial, 
but many children have seen 
that movie. Certainly they 
have subconsciously used it 
to form their own opinions 
about the roles of women in 


society. 

I repeat, I'm not 
trying to tear down society or 
encouraging a ban on Walt 
Disney creations, especially 
since Ariel (The Little 
Mermaid, 1989) and Belle 
(Beauty and the Beast, 
1991), the last two heroines, 
have been bright, spirited 
young women. I just want 
you to think about 
assumptions you may not 
even know you have made. 

In September, I 
noticed yet another 
, subconscious message on 
this campus that men should 
be in control. The nametags 
for the New Parent's Dinner 
were set out on a table, and 
all the names were men's. 
Only after close examination 
did I see that the mothers' 
nametags were set under 
those of the fathers', 
completely hiding the 
woman's name from view. If 
there was a good reason for 
this arrangement, I could not 
find it. 

As you go through 
your daily lives, you will 
undoubtably be bombarded 
by subtle messages that 
women aren't as powerful as 
men, and don't deserve the 
recognition that men receive. 
Once again, I am not calling 
for any kind of censorship. 
I'm only urging you to be 
aware of what the world is 
telling you about what your 
place in society is so you 
aren't convinced of anything 
before you ever think about 
it for yourself.

Be relieved 
that someone has started to 
pave a road towards 
peaceful coexistence.

Contrary to what we 
would like to believe, 
prejudice and discrimination 
are alive and well today in 
this country.
